Special Pins For Insect Collectors. 
"Much caro," said a taxidermist, 


"has to bo taken iu solocting the long, 
flue pius used in fastening the speci- 
mens iu insect collections. For cheap 
collections of butterflies and bugs we 
nso the ordinary brass pins mostly, but 
every one of thuso must be carefully ex- 
amined before impaling the insect tosoo 
that it is well tinned, for were the tin 
coating imperfect or tho slightest flaw 
evident it would bo in nine cases out of 
ten liable to oxidize in tho body of the 
insect, and thus destroy it. We also use 
black varnished pins, but they aro al- 
most as bad, for tho glazed coating soon 
cracks, leaving the metal exposed, and 
oousoqnMitly it is not very long before 
oxidization sots. Even tho more expen- 
sive kind, tho nickel platod pins, are not 
much better. Tho latest things we have 
now arc solid silver pins and bronze 
pins, and there is being used as an ex- 
periment a nickel nnd ahimininm alloy, 
which possesses decided advantages over 
all the others kind:! used. "—New York 
Sun.

SKSATOKS. 


The condition of State affairs in 


Oregon is presented in advocacy of a 
change in the method 
of electing 


United States Senators. The Legisla- 
ture of that State was composed of 72 
Republicans, 9 Populists and 8 Demo- 
crats. One of the duties of the Legis- 
lature was to elect a successor to Sen- 
ator Dolpb. The Republicans held a 
caucus early in the session and a ma- 
jority agreed to support Joseph N. 
Dolph. Mr. Dolph is imbued with gold- 
bug ideas of financial measures and 
several Republicans of free coinage 
proclivities refused to abide by the de- 
cision of the caucus. The Legislature 
met daily in joint convention to ballot- 
for United States Senator. Mr. Dolph 
lacked a few votes of a majority and 
the corporations and gold men who 
baeked him would not withdraw his 
name. The whole time oi the Legi«la- 
lature was frittered away and in tht> 
last quarter of the last honr of the 
session his adherents changed their 
votes to McBride, who was elected to 
succeed Dolph. MoBride, whose posi- 
toin on the financial question is un- 
known, was not tho choice of the anti- 
Dolph men, but they preferred him to 
Dolph and, as there was no time for 
paralying, he was elected. 


Tho Legislature of Oregon was 111 


session tho full time allowed by the 
Constitution. It passed very few t ills 
affecting the interests of tho Strife 'ind 
several measures of importance to i lie 
people were defeated or left untouched 
on the calendar, as the greater p u t of 
the session was devoted to f i u i t l ' s s 
balloting for Senator. It was tlip duty 
of the Legislature to elect Kail,, id 
Commissioners, Fish Conimi«H.i.i>, -, 
Game, Warden, Food Commission T-, 
Pilot Commissioners) and soiii" ot'.er 
officials, but this duty was uegle fpil iu 
consequence of tho Senatorial di-h'i- 
lock. The taxpayers are opposed In <m 
extra session of the Legislature, us 
they do not feel able, in i onserjneiico 
of tho business depression und the low 
prices of agricultural products, to bear 
the expense. 


It view of these facts and also tlmt 


there were three vacancies iu 
the 


United States Senate for two year.-; in 
consequence of deadlocks in Legisla- 
tures, u change in the method of elect- 
ing U. S. Senators is urged. An amend- 
ment has been proposed to the (.'011- 
etitution of the United States to elect 
Senators by direct vote of tho people 
Much has been said foi and against tl.o 
proposed change, but the weight of 
argument seems to be iu its favor Tho 
people of Nevada voted for tho change 
at the recent election, but as the ques- 
tion was submitted merely to ascertain 
the will of the people it had no effect. 
Tho Constitution requires that an 
amendment must receive a two-thirds 
majority in each of the two Houses of 
Congress and be ratified by tho Legis- 
latures of three-fourts of the States to 
make it effective. That relating to the 
election of United States Senators by 
popular vote has not yet passed Con- 
gress and tho present method is likely 
to be continued for several years yet if 
u change is made ut all. Tho old States 
are very conservative and it is doubt- 
ful if the amendment would be ratified 
by the requiied three-fourths of the 
Legislatures of the fourty-four States

WASHINGTON, February 27.—-The Sil- 


ver men have drafted a declaration ad- 
dressed to the Democrats of the United 
States, and outlining a financial policy 
for the Democratic party. In substance 
it Htutes that the financial policy of the 
party is for free coinage of gold aad 
silver on terms of equality at tho ratio 
of 10 to 1; for the issue of all paper 
money by the Government without the 
intervention of banks, and opposition 
to any issue of interest-bearing bonds 
without the authority of a special A< t 
of CougrosD. Attention is called to 
the movement said to be under way 
through the efforts of the opponents of 
free silver in the party to secure the 
election of gold men as delegates to the 
party conventions!, and particularly to 
the next National Convention, for the 
uomiuatiou of n single standard gold 
man for tho Presidency. The Demo- 
crats arc charged to oppose the move- 
ment, and to sec to it that noue but 
free silpcr men are elected to positions 
of influence in the party and to repre- 
sent them in all conventions. If the 
support of a majority of the party m 
Congress can be pledged to this finan- 
cial platform it is intended to issue a 
manifesto to the Democrats of the 
United States within a few days. 


A SWOKD CONTEST.

SPOKANE, Wash., February 27.—A 


fierce bword contest took place here 
lust night between Charles A. Scapelli 
and John D. Moore, rival leaders of 
two Italian factious of the city. The 
contest was for $200 a side. The men 
aro far from being friendly, and they 
fought as if they meant to kill. The 
former soon disarmed Moore and was 
awarded the contest. Moore took bis 
defeat with bad grace, and by his taunts 
and those of his friends in the audience 
he succeeded in enraging Scapelli to a 
point that they again crossed swords 
to flgbt to a finish. The two rival fac- 
tions cheered their leaders and shouted 
to thorn to fight to kill, and they un- 
doubtedly were trying to kill each other 
when tho police, who were hastily sum- 
moned, appeared on the scene nnd 
stopped the fight.

The proposed amendment to strike 


tho obnoxious word "male" from tho 
Constitution of Nevada has passed 
both Houses of the Legislature. If 
the Legislature of 1897 ratifies this 
amendment it will be submitted to the 
people for ratification in 1898 and if a 
majority favor it women will be en- 
titled to vote in Nevada at the general 
election in 1900. 


The proposed amendment wan de- 


feated in the Lower House of the Leg- 
islature two weeks ago. . It subse- 
quently passed the Senate and yester- 
day it passed the House, some of tho 
members who voted against originally 
having since been enlightened and 
changed their minds. 


The JOURNAL has never heard a satin- 


factory answer to the question Why an 
intelligent woman should be denied a 
privilege that is accorded the most ig- 
norant man? Nevertheless it cannot 
see that much ean be accomplished in 
the way of reform in elections by giv- 
ing the ballot to ignorant women. The 
Legislature should supplement tho pro- 
posed amendment by an Act providing 
that on and after the year 1900 no per- 
son, whether male or female, shall be 
permitted to vote at any election who 
cannot read and write intelligently. 
That would give all ample opportunity 
to qualify themselves for full citizen- 
ship, it would be unjust to none, and 
it would not extend the suffrage to 
persons who are not qualified to exer- 
cise it Intelligently. 


OOVEBNMENT RAILROADS. 


B. F. Leete suggests a simple, yet 


effective, method of operating railroads 
owned by the Government. He would 
have the Government keep the road in 
repair and regulate by train dispatch- 
ers the time of the arrival and depart- 
ure of trains, and for this service charge 
a reasonable toll. Every merchant or 
forwarder should have the privilege of 
running oars or trains on the road sub- 
ject to the payment of the toll and to 
the regulations prescribed by the train 
dispatcher. There would be open com- 
petition between the forwarders and 
expenses would be reduced to a mini- 
mum as there would not be a regiment 
of high-salaried officials to pay, no elec- 
tions to control, and no legislative 
bodies or courts to bribe or corrupt.

EXPLOSION IN A MINE 


Thirty Live* Stippimed to bo LoHt.

occurred at White Ash, three miles 
from here, this afternoon, when an ex- 
plosion in the Santa Fe Company's 
mine closed the entrance and set fire to 
t'je interior. Forty men are iu the 
mine and it seems impossible that any 
can have escaped. A dense smoke is 
pouring from the openings and prevents 
the work of rescue. One dead body 
1ms been recovered, that of a driver, 
who was near the mouth of the tunnel 
when tlie explosion occurred.

AN INCOME 
TAX. 


A Proposition to Levy It to Provide Rev- 


enue for the State. 


Senator Summerfleld has introduced 


the following bill: 


SECTION 1. For the fiscal year com- 


mencing on January 1,1896, and annu- 
ally thereafter, there shall be levied 
and collected for State and county pur- 
poses upon all private, associate and 
corporate incomes of the preceding 
year a tax as follows, to wit: 


First—Upon each income in excess 


of one thousand dollars, and less than 
fifteen hundred dollarr, a tax of two 
dollars upon each one hundred dollars 
thereof. 


Second—Upon each income equaling 


fifteen hundred dollars and less than 
two thousand dollars, a tax of two dol- 
lars and fifty cents upon each one 
hundred dollars thereof. 


Third—Upon each income equaling 


two thousand dollars and less than 
three thousand dollars, a tax of three 
dollars upon each one hundred dollars 
thereof. 


Fourth—Upon each income equaling 


three thousand dollars und less than 
four thousand dollars, a tax of four dol- 
lars on each one hundred dollars there, 
of. 


Fifth—Upon each income equaling or 


exceeding four thousand dollars, a tax 
of five dollars on each one hundred dol- 
lars thereof. 


SEC. 
2. The private, associate and 


irpomte incomes, subject, to the op- 


er>itinc3 of this act shall be as follows: 
Sahries, official or otherwise; net pro- 
tits HOT: business enterprises; net div- 
idj!id'- derived from the ownership of 
slock in corporations, net income from 
rents; interest upon promissory notes, 
bonds and mortgages, trust deeds, or 
other evidences of indebtedness; net 
receipts from the practice of any pro- 
fession or the engagement in any trade 
or occupation; fees received for official 
services rendered; commissions; pro- 
fits realized from the sale of real estate 
or other propei ty purchased within two 
years previous to the date of sale; pro- 
vhli'tl, that gains, profits, or dividends 
leceived from the stock of corporations 
or from associate or partnership enter 
prises, which, under the operations of 
this act, have paid, or are liable for a 
corporate, or associate tax upon their 
incomes, shall not be couuputed as be. 
ing a part of the income of any other 
person, association or corporation. 


SBC. 3. In computing tho incomes 


subject to a tax under tho provisions 
of this act, the following deductions 
may be made from the gross receipts ol 
the income taxpayer, to wit: Expenses 
actually incurred in practicing any pro- 
fession, pursuiug any trade or occupa- 
tion, or conducting any business, al 
taxes paid; all interest paid upon ex- 
isting indebtedness; all losses actually 
sustained in trade; all losses arising 
from fires, accidents, or storms, not 
compensated for by insurance or other,- 
wiso, 


Sec. J 
The County Assessors shal 


demaud from each person, association 
company or corporation whoso princi- 
pal works or place of business is within 
their counties, a statement under oath 
or affirmation, of the gross amount and 
character of their incomes, of each sep- 
arate reduction therefrom allowed by 
the provisions of this aut, and of the 
incoma fcubjei t to the tax hereinbefore 
specified. Suah demand shall be made 
at the a;cine time and in the same man- 
ner as Assessors are now required by 
law to demand statements under oath 
of real estate and personal property 
subject to taxation in their counties, 
and any person or agent, who shall ne- 
glect and fail, or refuse to make such 
statement as herein provided, shall be 
liable to the penalities now provided by 
law for the neglect or refusal to fur- 
nish statements of real estate or per- 
sonal property subject to taxation upon 
the demand of the Assessor or his dep- 
uty. 


SEC. 
5. For the purpose of carrying 


out the provisions of this act and ac- 
complishing its objects, County Assess, 
ors and District Attorneys are hereby 
clothed with all the powers, and au- 
thority conferred upon them by the 
laws of Nevada in order to enforce the 
collection of any and all kinds of taxes 
or license moneys. 


SEC. 6. Nothing herein contained 


shall be held to apply to corporations 
associations, or companies organized 
aud conducted solely for charitable, 
religious or educational purposes, nor 
to building and loan associations, nor 
to associations or companies which 
make loans only to their shareholders. 


SEC. 
7. Forty per centum of the 


taxes collected under and by virtue of 
this act shall be paid into the State 
general fund and the remainder of such 
taxes bhall be paid into the county 
general fund of the county wherein 
collected.

GOVERNMENT RAILROADS. 


A Simple and Effective Method of Op»r 


atlny Them. 


EDITOR JOURNAL:—A railroad is 


road bed that consists of an iron or 
steel rail surface. When the road bed 
is in order trains can be run cheaply 
and rapidly and safely on it. 


The best method of 
controlling 


moving trains is by time tables under 
the orders of a train dispatcher. ThaJ 
is all there is in railroad transporta 
tion and.control. 


Those railroads that have been buili 


with the means furnished 
by the 


people of the United States can be 
operated by the people of the United 
States under control of the Govern- 
ment of the United States. Let the 
Government keep the road bed in order 
and control the running of trains by 
time table and train dispatcher, and 
charge a toll on transportation to cover 
that cost. Let any person put on cars 
and trains and carry persons 
and 


property at open competition cost 
just as is now done on the canal and 
river transportation of the 
United 


States, everywhere. That would give 
us competition between cars 
and 


trains on Government roads. The Gov- 
ernment would control and the people 
operate the roads 
and competition 


would be open and active, and the cost 
of transportation of persona and prop- 
erty would be reduced to open compe- 
tition cost. Competition would be on 
the Government roads and not between 
roads. Railroad transportation would 
thus be cheap and rapid transporta- 
tion at popular prices, instead of dear 
transportation and corporation prices.

Clever Use Made of Them by Ireland In 


His Shakespearean Forgeries—Elaborate 
Designs Impressed by the "Dandy" Koll- 
cr—The Bogus Virgin Mary Letter. 
Stories and incidents innumerable uro 


wound up in the art of paper making, 
nud its mechanical processes Lave af- 
forclod to tho ingenious story teller many 
n chance for a thrilling tnlo. 


This is especially true of tho system 


of placing water marks, so called, in 
varions brands cr makes of paper. 


Perhaps tho most interesting true 


story which lins to do with this branch 
of tho industry is that of tho famous 
"Ireland's Confessions." 


Ireland had fabricated some Shake- 


spcaro manuscripts, which fov st long 
time v'ere accepted as actual. They 
made liXich an impression indeed that a 
number of men, famous at that time for 
their tradition and for their literary 
standing, voluntarily prepared a testi- 
monial attesting absolute belief in tho 
authenticity of tho manuscripts. To this 
document these men affixed their signa- 
tures and sent tho paper broadcast. 


Tho whole of the original edition of 


tho fakes was disposed of in a few hours, 
and so great wai tho eagerness for the 
edition that single copies were disposed 
of in auction rooms at enormous prices. 


Somo timo after that Ireland himself 


throw those gentlemen into much sor- 
i')\v liy explaining just how ho had had 
fan with them. 


Ireland's story was that tho sheet of 


paper which he used was the outside of 
several othcis 011 which some accounts 
had been kept during tho reign of 
Charles I. At that time Ireland was 
wholly unacquainted with the subject 
of water marks. 


"I carefully selected,"says he, "two 


halt' sheets not having any mark what- 
i vci', on which I penned my first effu- 
-io;i." A i'ow pages further on he wrote: 
•'Dung thus urged forward to tho pro- 
duction of more manuscripts, it became 
noeossary that I should possess a suffi- 
cient quantity of old paper to enable me 
to proceed, in consequence of which I 
applied to a bookseller, who, for the 
sum of 0 shillings, suffered mo to take 
from all tho folio and quarto volumes 
in his shop tho fly loaves which they 
contained. 


"By this means I was amply stored 


with that commodity, nor did I fear 
iiiiy unction of the circumstances by 
thd bookseller. As I was fully aware, 
fiMin thn variety of water marks which 
aro in existence at tho present day, that 
they must Imvo constantly been altered 
s'liou tho period of Elizabeth, and being 
t'l'V some limn wholly unacquainted with 
tho v.'i.ter marks of that age, I very care- 
j'uliy produced my first specimens of tho 
\\nting on such sheets of old paper as 
hud no mark whatever. 


"Having heard it frequently stated 


that tho appearance of such marks on 
(ho papers would havo greatly tended to 
establish their validity, I listened to 
every remark that was made on the sub- 
ject, and I at length gleaned the intelli- 
gence that a jug was the prevalent wa- 
ter mark of the reign of Elizabeth, in 
consequence of which I inspected, all 
tho sheets of old paper then in my pos- 
session, and having selected such as had 
tho jug on them I produced tho succeed- 
ing manuscripts upon these, beingcare- 
ful, however, to mingle with them a 
certain number of blank leaves that the 
production on a sudden of so many wa- 
ter marks might not excite suspicion in 
tho breasts of thoso persons who were 
most conversant with tho manuscripts." 


A traveler in Messina was once shown 


a letter written by the Virgin Mary 
with her own hand. Ho remarked that 
it must indeed be a miracle, since the 
paper showed by its water mark that it 
was not made till some centuries after 
the ago of Mary. 


It is tho greatest mystery to most peo- 


ple how water marks are made. And 
yet the matter is tho simplest thing in 
the world. In tho manufacture of paper 
tho pulp, boforo it has begun to be 
dried aud after it has been spread on 
tho moving platform, passes under a 
roller called the "dandy." On this 
"dandy" is affixed tho device which 
works tho water mark. 


It in of bent wire, and as the roller 


presses tho paper it presses into it the 
mark. 


In tho same manner most elaborate 


dusif,'nn and ovou pictures and intricate 
representations of wholo battle scones 
have been done from an engraved plate 
similar to an electrotype, used in the 
Ecuno manner on the "dandy'-' roller. 


Of course check paper aud bank pa- 


per is the Kost important variety dis- 
tinguished by water marks. In a pair of 
£3 note molds prepared by the old proc- 
ess there aro 8 curved borders, 16 
figures, 168 large waves and 240 letters, 
which had all to be separately secured 
by tho finest wire to the curved surface. 


There were 1,056 wires and 67,584 


twists and the same repetition where 
the stout wires were introduced to sup- 
port tho under surface. 


In ancient times the water marks 


wore used for tho same purposes as the 
old inn signs. Tho old inns had dolls 
and beehives, horses and various other 
forms as signs. For the same reason the 
paper makers had some distinguishing 
iiitirk which made their product distinct 
from that of other makers. 


A very famous mark of the sixteenth 


century was the handmark—a hand top- 
ped with a star. The jug or pot mark 
gave the name to tho "pof'paper, while 
the foolscap mark used on paper of a 
certain size gave that size its name, 
Which it retains to this day. 


The post paper was so called because 


it bore a mark of a shield with a post 
horn on it.—Londpn Letters.

LIVELY EPISODE OF A DAY'S FISHING 


IN CALIFORNIA. 


The Red Kha-wl of One of the Ladles In 


tho I'urty Started the Fan, and the Skill- 
ful Angler Gave an Exhibition Not Com- 
mon on a Trontlne Trip. 
' 'Traveling overland from.Santa Bar- 


•barn to San Luis Obispo," said a tourist 
recently returned from southern Cali- 
fornia, "ocr journey ns far as JLosOHvos 
was by stage. Of tho beautiful land and 
writer scenery along the route of our 
BfaiKo rido two features J>artioularly im- 
pressed me. Ona was the backward view 
from the enmruH of the coast monn- 
tiuus, -with Santa Barbara, 12 miles 
t;:ck, clustered on the left and right of 
its whito Main street, the islands be- 
yond and tho blue Pacific. 


' "The second wag the .river that wo 


forded shortly before arriving at Los 
Olivos. It \vas a type of water course 
common in California, with a wide, 
deep bod, perfectly dry, except where a 
clear littlo stream rippled its way along 
a narrow channel through sand and 
gravel, winding and eddying round bars 
mid bowlders. A man might leap across 
it in many places, and the water did not 
come nearly to tho wheel hubs as the 
stago rolled through it. 


"At Los Olivos, which wo reached at 


5 o'clock p. in., one of the dishes served 
at onr excellent supper was trout, 
caught, as wo learned, in tho pretty, 
clear stream we had crossed. That deter- 
mined us to stay over a day at the.sta- 
tion to try tho fishing. We got out our 
tackle and had a day of groat sport. To 
reach tho water we had to get down the 
steep river banks and follow the dry bed 
through which the little stream seemed 
to pick its way. The trout wo "caught 
were of tho black spotted mountain va- 
riety, ranging from 6 to 14 inches in 
length and averaging about three to the 
pound. Smaller ones we put back in the 
water. 


' 'But there was an experience more 


exciting than fishing to como before the 
day was ended. At noon the ladies of 
our party camo by wagon to join us at 
luncheon, and they accompanied us in 
tho afternoon's fishing. Toward night, 
when wo had worked well up toward 
tho mountains, some cattle came down 
to tho stream to drink, aud without ap- 
parent provocation a lively young bull 
began to paw the ground and bellow un- 
pleasantly and followed these demon- 
strations up by charging upon our party. 
Looking up from my fishing at this 
juncture, I saw that it was the red plaid 
shawl of ouo of the ladies that had ex- 
cited the animal's hostility. Calling to 
her to throw down the shawl and for 
them all to run, I threw stones at tho 
bull to divert his attention, while the 
other gentlemen of tho party helped 
them up the steup bank, where the bull 
oould not follow. The bull stopped at 
tho shawl, tossed it about in an ugly 
manner, and then, turning his attention 
to me, gavo mo a sharp run across the 
sands to tho bank. I got there all right, 
carrying luy rod, with the line and 
leader ilyiug behind, but just as I struck 
tho top of the bunk I felt a sudden jerk 
of tho rod's tip, and turning saw that 
one of my fly hooks had caught tho bull 
in tho nostril. 


"It was ono of tho queerest catches I 


imag:no that ever a iishcrman made, 
and I literally played thai; bull with a 
fly rod for a quarter oi' an hour. I owed 
him no good will, and besides I wanted 
to save my tuckln. Tho nostril of a bull, 
as you probably1 know, is exquisitely 
sensitive to pain, and with my strong, 
flexible fpiit br.nibdo rod, duplicating 
reel und stout gi;6 leader at the end of a 
hundred toed o" braided silk I managed 
to hold tho bit: creaturo under control. 
Ho couldn't trim io niako out what had 
got him by tho nose, but bo knew that 
it hurt him worso whenever he tried to 
break away, and to increase tho mystery 
there was all tho time dangling and 
switching before his eyes a big, bright 
red bass fly that I liad left on my leader 
as an experiment in trout fishing. Ho 
would strike at it with his horns, and 
his rage at findnji; ho couldn't hit it, 
find that i I; ciimo back at him every time, 
was comical to witness—from a place of 
safety, of course. 


"From time to time tho bull would 


charge upon thu shawl and toss that 
about, and then I had to work the reel 
and tip for all they wore worth to save 
all my tacklo from going by the board. 
At last, in ono of those furious charges, 
as ho lilted the shawl on his horns I felt 
something i;ivo away, and at tho same 


icnt tho shawl went up into the air. 


.'ho hook had torn loose from his nostril, 
ind Uvo of tho hooks on the leader 
vero fast in (ho shawl. I dropped the 
•od and prilled line and shawl in, hand 
over hand, like'a Cape Cod fisherman 


lhixpullock. The bull didn't tumble 
l i i o situation until I had got the 


•ihav.'l nearly to tho bank, and then he 
amo for it, but itwas too late. Iwhip- 
pcd tho hhawl up to where we were 


di:;:,' just as his bead butted the per- 


>undieuiar bank with a thud that 
bron;,'lit down a shower of earth. 


The shawl carried a good deal of 


Band and had some holes in it, but there 
was no disposition to complain on the 
jart of its owner. We thought we had 
enough fishing for one day, and leaving 
our enemy down in the river bed pawing 
sand and bellowing his anger we took 
our wagon thankfully for the hotel.' '—

ami KuKlaml regard nit I: increasing 
appiehension the constant fluctuations 
and growing divergence in the-relative 
value of gold nncl silver and concur lu 
the expression of opinion regarding the 
serious evils resulting therefrom. They 
therefore favor an international con- 
ference to consider what measures i;nu 
bo taken to mitigate those evils 


The United States Senate, which is 


too closely allied to the Gold Trust to 
take the initiative in restoring silver to 
its old standard, upon being informed 
of the action of England in the matter 
resolved to act with an international 
monetarj conference, if such confer- 
ence is called, and provided that the 
United States shall be represented at 
such conference by nine commission- 
ers, three of whom shall be selected l>y 
the President, three by tho Senate ami 
three by the House of Representatives. 
A motion by Senator Stewart to in- 
struct the delegates to insist upon 
the ratio of 16 to 1 was defeated. 


England will not commit itself to 


any ratio nor be bound in any way by 
the action of the conference. 
Sir 


William Harcourt declared 
in the 


Hou;.o of Commons thul tho financial 
piospority of England is bound up en- 
tirely with the maintenance of tho gold 
standard. 
If a conference is held 


England will send representatives, bit 
they will bo gold standard men and 
will not commit themselves* to bimetal- 
lism nor bo bound by tho decision of 
the majority, if that decision favors bi- 
metallism. 


It seemsf aa if this international mon- 


etary conference was arranged to divi !e 
the people of the United States in the 
Presidential election next year. Sun I 
lar tactics were practiced four years 
ago to influence tUo election. We were 
told by the gold pros', during tho ca'n- 
puigu that tho Bnis.iols Uonf"fence 
would hold another session and agree 
upon a ratio favorable to silver. 
After 


the election nothing more was heard of 
the conference. Now the people are to 
bo humbugged again with the delut,i\e 
idea, that ii conference of European 
nations, some of which admit that then 
financial prosperity depends upon the 
maintenance of the gold standard, anil 
iioue of which produce silver, will agive 
to a proposition to remonetize silver. 


Senator Stewart declares that tend- 


ing delegates to such a (.oiifereni e, 
without instructions to insist on the 
historic ratio between gold and bilv 
is a "trade with our oppressors." Why 
does not the United States, the greatest 
silver producing nation in the vvorldj 
open the mints to the unlimited coinage 
of silver at tho old ratio and set an ox- 
ample for the countries of Europe to 
follow ? The Government, with millions 
of ounces of silver in its vaults and 
mints lying idle that could be itt work 
coining that silver into legal tender 
money, 
is 
issuing 
interest-bearing 


bonds for gold to meet obligations 
which could bo legally canceled with 
»ilver dollars and the people who have 
to pay the interest sanction the im 
position at the ballot box becuusa place 
hunting politicians, both ^Republicans 
and Democrats, advise them to do i-o 
and object to unity of action on their 
part against the outrage. 


sheep owners of each class prescribed 
by the bill should pay. Why should a 
resident who may own thousands of 
acres of land in the State be compelled 
to pay as high license for raising sheep 
as a non-resident of the same class who 
does not pay a dollar tax in the State ?

LICENSE HIM. 


A bill is now before tho Legislature 


to provide for licensing sheep raising 
in the several counties of the State tit 
the rate of $f>0 per thousand sheep per 
year. The Kopublican papers of the 
State, which are patronized by sheep 
owners, say nothing about the bill, 
from which silence it is natural to in- 
fer that it receives their approval. 
However that may be, a souse oC justice 
impels the JOURS VL to say that it has, 
objectionable features. 
While every 


reasonable person admits that the 
owners of migratory flocks of sheep, 
from California on the west and Utah 
ou the east, which are pastured in Ne- 
vada and taxed elsewhere, should be 
made to help support the State and 
county governments in Nevada, reason- 
able people also concede that there are 
resident sheep owners who do pay taxi s 
in Nevada and should not be placed in 
the same category with non-residents. 
The bill, however, makes no distinction 
between the two classes of owners, 
That seems to be unjust to the resident 
owners, who, notwithstanding they may 
own an acre of land for every sheep in 
their flocks, have to procure a license 
to raise sheep ou their own land or on 
the public domain. 


Four-Ufths, or perhaps a greater pio- 


portion of tho area of Nevada, is owned 
by the general government. It is pub- 
lic land to tho beneficial use of which 
ali citizens are equally entitled. No 
one is permitted to fence it or have the 
exclusive right tb its use. There is no 
law prohibiting live stock of all kinds 
from running at large upon it. Cattle, 
horses, sheep and goats may be patured 
on it without violating any law of the 
United States. A person owning a sec- 
tion of land adjoining 
government 


land has the yet undisputed right to 
turn his cattle or sheep, which ever he 
may be engaged in raising, to graze 
upon the public section and State leg- 
iaUtion compelling a person under 
penalty to procure a license to pasture 
sheep on his own land or on the public 
domain would doubtless be nullified 
by t.he Courts. 


However, the bill .now before the 


Legislature, and a copy of which ap- 
pears in the JOURNAL, should be modi- 
fled. Discretion should be given the

A 11)11 to Compel Sheep Owner* to Pay u 


LlcoiiHe. 


Following is the text of Assembly 


jill No. 90, to provide fora license upon 
;he business of owning, raising, grazing 
jerding or pasturing sheep in the sev 
iral counties of Nevada: 


SECTION 1. Every person now en 


gaged in, or who may hereafter engage 
in the'business of owning, raising, graz- 
ing, herding or pasturing sheep, as 
either owner, lessee or manager, of such 
sheep, in t.ny county in the State of 
Nevada, must annually procure a 
license therefor, from the Shariff as 
Collector of Licenses, of each of such 
counties and make payment thorefoi, 
as follows, in advance, for each bund, 
flock or bunch of sheep: 


First:—Such person owning or hav- 


ing in his possession or under hid con- 
trol, as leisee or manager, live thoub- 
aud pLoep or nore, shall bo deemed of 
the first class and must pay tho sum of 
two hundred and fifty dollars per 
annum foi the first five thousand sheep, 
aud the farther au-n of fifty dollars per 
annum for every additional one thous- 
and sheep or fraction thereof. 


Second:—Such persons owning or 


having in his possession or under his 
control, as lessea or manager, four 
thousand sheep and less than five thou- 
sand, shall be deemed of the second 
class, and must pay the sum of two 
hundred and titty dollars per annum. 


Third:—Such persons owning or hav- 


ing in his possession or under his con- 
trol, as lessee or manager, three thous- 
and-sheep and loss than four thousand, 
shall be deemed of the third class, and 
must pay the sum of one hundred und 
fifty dollors per annum. 


Fourth:—Such persons owning 01 


having in his possession or under his 
control, as lessee or manager, two thou 
sand sheep and less than three thous- 
band, shall be deemed of the fourth 
class and must pay the sum of one hun- 
dred dollars per annum. 


Fifth:—Such persons owning or hav- 


ing in his possession or under his con 
trol, as lessee or manager, fifteen hun- 
dred sheep aud less than two thousand 
shall be deemed of the fifth class, and 
must pay the sum of seventy-five dol 
lars per annum. 


Sixth:—Such persons owning or hav- 


ing in his possession or under his con- 
trol as lessee or manager, one thousand 
sheop, and less than fifteen hundred 
shall be deeir.ed of the sixth class, aud 
must pay tho sum of fifty dollars per 
annum. 


Seventh:—Such persons owning or

Flannigan thought it a very bad pre- 


cedent to establish, allowing school 
trustees to interestedly dabble in such 
matters and he would oppose the bill.
